A FTER a surfeit of modern novels, with 


their stark, sordid realism that now 

is considered to be the highest form 
art, the /holiday-maker found herself 
occupying. a room in whose bookcase the land- 
lady still cherished the loves of her childhood. 
Had there been a modern novel among them, 
doubtless the sojourner would have read it, 
stark realism and all; but, lacking this, she 
renewed her youth, and pitied the youngsters 


of to-day, so many of whom seem to be too 
recocious for such reading matter. ‘‘ What 
Katy Did,’ “Christy’s Old Organ,”

| KEEPING A DIARY. 


diary. As a rule, the people that keep 
them have done so from the time they 
were young. and to others who have 
developed the habit diaries seem a bore. 

There are those rare people who put down 

“everything” in their diaries. Some people 
write their opinions on passing events : others 
jot down happenings yn abbreviated form. 
Others again have secret signs and symbols 
in their dairies, known only’ to themselves. 
by which they can remember some event. 
Others merely keep their racing bets, names 
of horses, gains and losses. 

Most diary writers have a simple outlook 
that enables them to value the passing day 
as being immensely important. or certainly 
important enough to record it. ‘The pessimism 
of logic does not oppress them, or the shadow 
of to-morrow or the many days to come dim 
their enthusiasm for the present: “ Robert 
and I lunched with Betty at the Willow 
Café. We were to have gone to a 
matinée, but I suddenly discovered I had 
lost my keys, and we had to spend a long 
timé looking for them, and even when they 
were found Robert was too annoyed to po.” 
Or “I washed out my new silk stockings 
to-day that I had worn only twice, and they 
went in holes.’’ Or even, “ Bought a pair 
of silk stockings (real silk), 6s. 11d. sale 
price, in Smith’s to-day, and some French 
soap that had a penny taken off in Craw- 
ford’s.”’

There is the Diary of Pepys, and the in- 
numerable letters of various centuries that 
really constitute diaries. They follow on 
one another dav by day. as, for instance, 


the Letters of Miss Mitford. They recall] the 
past more vividly than any dry collection of 
facts. The Letters of the Earl of Chester- 
field give a clearer account of the man and 
his time than more impersonal, if also more 
serious, documents could do. 

Even in our own time striking novels here 
and there have followed the diary method 
with success. At its best it is a difficult 
art. But a diary serves usefal purposes. 
What greater necessitv tor people who have 
bad memories tham-to keep a diary’? Others 
remember what had happened readily enough, 


but forget what is to come. They make 
appointments they ,do not keep or they 
arrange to do two things in different 
places at the same time. For these 
a diary im advance or an engage- 


ment book is the remedy. I suffer from that 
type of forgetfulness myself, although I have

One usually favours a 
skirt that elongates the silhouette, and one 
must: always look charming and feminine, 
But details are myriad. he new evening 
gown with full skirt and the evening gown 
with clinging lines and circular fullness typify 
two extremes in the mode. Side by side they 
are perfectly in harmony. The many layers 
of tulle which make the delicate, drooping 
outline of the full skirt are quite admirable 
beside the hmp, slender lines of the chiffon 
skirt. 

Tulle is always delightfully youthful and 
fairy-like when used as the material for the 
whole frock. The very latest designs, 
modelled in this delicate gossamer, are, indeed, 
charming. One. is composed entirely of tiny 
ruche frills in a pale rose-silk, except where 
it opens in front over a plain net underskirt, 
The waistline is defined by a little belt, 
finished off by a strass buckle. Another is of 
white tulle, embroidered in black in lace-like 
designs. a tulle sash with diamond buckle 
completing the very pretty ensemble. Brown 
tulle figures again in many charming evening 
frocks, and very often a wide sesh of shimmer- 
ing gold lame is tied with striking effect in a 
Jarge bouffant bow on one s.de. 

Trimmings run into the realms of gilded 
and Oriental splendour, but only the merest 
touches of these are used on the day-gowns.

Angora Rabbits. 


{ met a friend the other day who had 
tried many sorts of amateur farming, and 
had at last hit on Angora rabbit breed- 
ing as the most “ paying’’ of all. At the 
moment the demand for Angora wool is 
remarkable—the wool is much used of 
recent years for ladies’ garments. mixed 
with both silk and cloth. 32s. 6d. is the 
usual price paid for a pound of wool. 
One hundred rabbits should bring in a 
hundred pounds a year, and certainly not 
Jess than 17s. 6d. per head. Certain 
points, however, require careful attention. 
One is good hutches. Chean hntches are 
fe-lse economy. The doors should he pro- 
vided with slips, so that the doe, who has 
the habit of leaning against them, may 
not let the little rabbits fall out. My 
friend, when starting, lost eight young 
rabbifs bv not having the door slips 
proverly attended to. 

The rabbits should be brushed at least 
four times a week, and when their wool 
is put aside it shonld be kept in a tin 
box to keen it from being matted. Pneu- 
matic brushes are recommended for the 
rabbits. A plentiful supply of clover. hay 
and water should be Jeft in thé hutches. 

Continental Angora rabbits are often 
plucked when moulting. so that the wool 
comes out easily in the hand, but English 
rabbits are clipped, and the wool of Enc- 
lish. rabbits is more valuable than foreign 
wool.

| Free State Wines. 


The other afternoon I heard some people 
discussing Mr. Churchill’s increase in the 
tax on British wines. One man hazarded 
the opinion that the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer used the term “British ’’ in its 
Imperial sense, and that the tax ap lied 
to wines produced in Australia, South 
Africa and Canada. i 

I understand, however, that the tax is 
imposed on wines manufactured in Grext 
Britain and Northern Ireland. There is 
a great demand for these home-made 
wines, which are made from import 
grape must or fruit juices. 

In the Free State we also manufacture 
wine, and some of our brands are world- 
famous. The revenue authorities group 
the various ‘‘vintages’’ as “ Free State 
wines.’ 


Lady Delamere’s Tombstone. 


The announcement that Lord Delamere 
of Nairobi is to marry Lady Markham 
recalls the fact that when his first wife, 
who was Lady Florence Cole, daughter of 
the late Earl of Enniskillen, died, Lord 
Delamere erected a tombstone to her 
memory of stone brought from the Marble 
Arch, which is in the Fermanagh estate 
of the Enniskillen family. 4 

The stone took cne month to quarry, 
and was hauled up 100 feet from a 
crevasse, then rolled for a quarter of a 
mile, before it could be put upon a lorry 
and taken to Enniskillen, where it was 
carved. The stone was marble, and when 
completed measured 5 ft. by 3 ft. and 18 
in. in thickness. It was despatched to 
Nairobi packed in a case made of three- 
inch planks. 


A Marble Arch. 


The Marble Arch is ten miles distant 
from Enniskillen, and is situated in the 
Florencecourt mountains. Leading to it is 
a glen excelling in natural beauty many 
of the vaunted glens of the Isle of Man, 
which is little known outside Fermanagh. 
The river which runs through it comes 
from a large underground lake, and 
visitors to reach this lake enter huge caves 
which run hundreds of yards under- 
ground, the floor of which is but the 
roof of another series of caverns under- 
neath. 

The stone in the caves and also in the 
archways is marble, and from this the 
name of the glen is taken. There is excel- 
lent fishing in the river running through 
the glen, on each side of which wooded 
rrecipices rise over 200 feet in height, and 
from the top of which there is an excel- 
lat view of the Connty Fermanagh.

CHANNEL SWIMS. 


A PROBLEM. WHICH 
MUST BE FACED. 


ANGLO-FRENCH BOARD 
NEEDED. .

AVING witnessed in the past twenty

I have been compelled to come to the con- 
clusion, as a result of certain incidents, 
that it is high time that an organisation, 
or governing body, should be formed to 
contro! all future attempts to swim the 
Channel. 

In sport, above all things, there should 
be neither suspicion nor argument. Since 
1875, when Captain Webb made the first 
successful crossing, many attempts have 
been made to swim the Channel, not 
under any written laws, but purely under 


a code of rules of honour. 


PERSONAL EXPERIENCE. 


The men and women with whom I have 
heen associated for many years, and whom 
I have accompanied on their various 
swims, have always endeavoured to have 
independent witnesses on board their ac- 
companying tug, including journalists and 
responsible men in the swimming world. 
These precautions might well be called the 
Channel Rules, but such precautions are 
purely voluntary. 

For years Channel swims were carried 
out in this manner, without any unsati- 
factory comments being made upon them 
The one exception was that of a swimruer, 
who, although he had several witnesses on 
his attempt. had a link missing in his 
chain of evidence. His claim was dis- 
owned, and no record has been kept of it. 
If this swim is not registered. why should 
similar claims of recent months be ac- 
cepted ? 

Until just after the Great War there 
were only three successful swims across 
the Channel. These were from England 
to France, and in every instanée an afh- 
davit was taken. Captain Webb’s and T. 
W. Burgess’s are in the possession of Mr. 
‘ltved Jonas. Honorary Seerctary of the 
Channel Swimming Association, and 
founder of the Webb Memorial. H. 
Sullivan’s affidavit is in the possession of 
the proprietors of a newspaper which was, 
at the time, rewarding the Channel cross- 
ing with a £1,000 prize. Since then 
sworn affidavits seem to have been the ex- 
ception rather than the rule. 


A UNIVERSAL FASHION. 


Channel swimming has now become a 
fashionable sport, not confined entirely to 
British swimmers ; indeed, further attempts 
are now to be made by swimmers of many 
nations. Surely, therefore, the time has 
arrived when such swims should be carried 
out under the coftrol of an Anglo-French 
orcanisation. 

The Fédération Nationale de Sauvetage 
in France has offered to do everything to 
bring this control into being. M. Leon 
Vincent, Mayor of Calais, the vice-presi- 
dent of the Federation, has offered to send 
one or two trustworthy delegates to accom- 
pany any swim, if he is advised in time. 
Surely it would be to the advantage of all 
Channel swim aspirants if the Fédération 
Nationale de Sauretage could work with 
some British swimming organisation in 
order to control all future attempts made 
from either side of the Channel. 

In England it has been for a long time 
the wish of many enthusiasts to form such 
a control, and it was said last season that 
a committee had been formed in England, 
which, in time, right prove to be the start 
of a much stronger one, governing this 
popular sport. 


A PERPETUAL TROPHY. 


When a contro] board has been formed 
it might be worth while to create a per- 
pelunl trophy, open to competitors from 
all parts of the world, which would change 
hands and be awarded to the holder of a 
record swii. . 

The season of 1928 promises well. Not 
less than eighteen aspirants are now mak- 
ing arrangements for an attempt from 
Cape Gris Nez. By the way, we are to 
have a novelty swim. The German, Otto 
temmerich, will try to get across accom- 
panied by a trained sea lion. It will be 
remembered that only a fortnight ago “his 
aspirant swam in a tank in Germany for 
furty-six hours, breaking his own record 
by ten hours. The sea lion on that occa- 
sion gave up after twenty-four hours, 
being thus beaten by his master. 

Hans Vierkotter, the German who swam 
the Channel in 1926, is coming back this 
season with Mrs. Vierkotter. The latter 
is the Jong distance swimming champion of 
Germany. Vierkotter proposes to start at 
the same time as his wife. Germany will 
also be represented by four other women 
swiinmers. 

Among the British women who are 
making arrangements, I find the following 
names :—Miss Millie Hudson, who recently 
attempted to swim the Straits of Gibr- 
altar; Miss Hilda Sharp, Miss Ivy 
Hawke and Miss Molly Parker. The 
Danish swimmer, Miss Edith Jensen, who 
swam last year from Sweden to Denmark 
in ló hrs. 43 mins., is returning this 
summer for a second attempt at the 
Channel, It is also said that two or three 
South African women will make the 
attempt. It is surely time. therefore, that 
the problem of a controlling body was 
satisfactorily settled.

ORPHANAGE. 
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CHARITY SERMON IN 
DOMINICAN CHURCH. 


4 charity sermon was preached by the 
Roy. Vineent Byrne, 8.J., in St. Saviour’s 
¥ Dominick street, Dublin, at Jast 
Mass vesterday, in aid of the St. Vincent’s 
Orphanage, North William street, 
Dublin, which is under the care of the Sisters 
of Charity ot St. Vincent de Paul. ‘the 
acher took as his text the words, “ The 
rust man liveth by faith—faith that worketh 
by charity.” Faith alone, he said, was not 
suficient for salvation; it was necessary also 
to have charity. The Sisters of Charity were 
founded in Paris by St. Vincent de Paul in 
the seventeenth century, and to-day they 
were to be found in ney lands. They were 
ministering angels in sickness and suffering. 
No work to which a woman's helpful hand 
and brain might lend themselves was too 
hard or too lowly for the Christlike charity 
that prompted their every act. 

Many years ago, when the citizens of 
Dublin appealed to them to come to their 
city and take up their great work there, 
these Sisters left home and country to toil 
with self-effacing devotedness among the poor 
of Dublin. These valiant women then took 
to their hearts the little orphan girls and 
opened a home for them. 

Father Byrne, in conclusion, said that he 
was making an appeal on behalf of this noble, 
charitable work. Since the foundation of the 
orphanage over three thousand girls had been 
sheltered and trained, and at the moment 
there were two hun orphans in the 
wtitution, it was an institution worthy of 
support.

AN ANCIENT CHARTER. 


An interesting sketch of the history of 
Waterford City, dating back to the le 
lishment of a Corporation in the reign of 
‘King John, was given at this week's 
sitting of the Ports and Harbours Tribunal. 
It was not unti] the reign of Edward the 
Fourth, however, that the body was really 
incorporated by charter, and under this 
document they were empowered to appoint, 
amongst other officials, a water bailiff. 
There is no record in any charter of an 
Act of Parliament authorising the diver- 
sion of any portion of the revenue from 
the port to the office of water bailiff, but 
in 1660 the Corporation themselves 
appointed a schedule of fees payable to 
him, which were the foundation of the de- 
mand that is now being made, and has 
been made for a number of years, by the 
Corporation for payment ont of the 
revenue of the port in réspect of imported 
goods. 

This derivation by the Corporation of 
revenue from shipping, whilst they were 
doing absolutely nothing either to develop 
trade or provide accommodation for 
vessels, has, from time to time, caused a 
considerable amount of dissatisfaction 
amongst the merchants of the city who, in 
1785, banded themselves together and im- 
posed a voluntary tax on their own im- 
ported and exported goods, which was de- 
voted to harbour improvements. This body 
was really the origin of the Waterford 
Chamber of Commerce, which was 
chartered in 1815. In the following year 
was promoted a parliamentary bill, which 
was the first of a code of. Waterford Har- 
bour Acts and the origin of the present 
Harbour Board. 


AN ANNUAL DEFICIT. 


A crux then arose over the water bailiff’s 
fees, and after various compromises in the 
interim it was finally agreed, in 1879, that 
the Commissioners should receive, collect 
and expend on the maintenance of the 
harbour two-thirds of the fees that would 
otherwise have been received by the bailiff, 
the remainder being allotted to the 
Corporation. 

e result of this agreement, it was re- 
vealed at the inquiry, had been that the 
Harbour Board had expended more money 
on the maintenance of the quay than they 
had actually received, whilst the one-third 
paid to the Corporation had, so far as was 
known, never ba applied to anything 
connected with the port. 

The net result has been that the Com- 
missioners have sustained an annual de- 
ficit aggregating to £34,855 in providing 
for accommodation and the proper work- 
ing of the port. In 1919, up till when 
Waterford was known as a “ free port, 
they were forced to introduce tonnage 
dues.. This, briefly, was the statement to 
the Tribunal on behalf of the Board by 
Mr. Phelps, who contended that the prin- 
ciple of a third party who had power to 
prevent. improvements in a great port like 
Waterford was wrong.

HOUSING AND HEALTH. 


The serious effect on the genera] health 
of the city of overcrowding and bad 
housing in the poorer districts of Cork 
was stressed at the annual meeting of the 
Cork Fever Hospital. A total number of 
540 patients was treated during the year, 
and, although the number was consider- 
ably less than during the previous twelve 
months, a very heavy strain on the funds 
of the hospital was felt. 

In submitting his annual report, Sir 
John Scott, the Hon. Secretary said that 
hundreds of houses at rents which could 
be paid by the working classes were the 
most pressing need of the city at the 
present time, Government aid should be 
applied for to advance the necessary 
funds, to be repaid over a long period 
of years, in order that weekly rents could 
be fixed sufficiently low for their means ; 
but it was only with generous Government 
aid and sympathy that this could be 
secured. 

In view of the efficient manner in which 
the important work of the Fever Hospital 
is carried out, it is to be hoped that, 
despite the many calls on the public 
purse, a generous response will be made 
tc the committee’s appeal for financial 
assistance to clear off the present heavy 
overdraft. 


THE TAILTEANN REGATTA. 


The preliminaries in connection with the 
Aonach Tailteann regatta at Cork in next 
August are now being arranged, and a 
pumber of sub-committees have already 
been appointed. Even at this early stage 
it is safe to assume that the entries for 
the fixture will constitute a record in 
the history of Irish rowing. In addition 
to crews from all parts of Ireland, repre- 
sentatives are expected from Scotland, 
Wales, Canada and Australia. 


COUNTY RATE COLLECTION. 


At the recent meeting of Cork County 
Council it was decided to communicate 
with the Government pointing out that it 
would be in the interests of county ad- 
ministration if the close of the financial 
year (lst March last) were postponed for 
two months. The proposal was put forward 
owing to the backward state of the rate 
collection in the county—due, it was sug- 
gested, to agricultural depression. Over 
£93,000 remains uncollected. 
The Secretary (Mr, E. Callinane) said 
that the total amount collected up till 
the predent was £344,464. and during the 
last fortnight £13,691 had been received, 
an amount which was described by one of 
the members as “decidedly disappoint- 
ing.”

Hé realises, in 
fact, what a lot of our people do not yet 
realise—namely, that we are an indispensable 
link in the chain of commercial interests 
which the ocean greyhound and the airship 
are now rapidly forging and strengthening 
between the two most highly-developed areas 
in the world. 
Here in Ireland at. present we are more in- 
clined to concentrate on industrial develop- 
ment ; and to an extent this is very necessary, 
but it is no reason for overlooking completes 
the claims of complementary interests such as 
commerce. Of course, the argument that we 
have not a big population to attract foreign 
trade and shipping is a rather difficult one to 
answer—especially by people whose minds run 
in an orthodox groove—but when one sees 
Henry Ford impressed by the facilities offered 
by Cork for distributing his cars, and great 
shipping lines, like the North German Lloyd, 
making Galway a port of call, the argument 
appears to lose a lot of its force. 
We have, no doubt, a rather small popula- 
tion behind our Western and Southern ports ; 
and it cannot be denied that this is a handi- 
cap—and a big one—as far as that type of 
trade carried on by, say, Liverpool, is con- 
cerned. But there is another kind of trade 
well worthy of our attention—a kind which 
often concentrates on ports with barren 
hinterlands attracted thither by good and safe 
shipping facilities. This is the entrepéit 
trade; and for this our Western and Sonthern 
ports seem to be admirably suited. A very 
small share of the transatlantic exchange 
would make a world of difference to us, 
especially taken in conjunction with the pas- 
senger and mail traffic, a big proportion of 
which must come our way if we avail our- 
selves of opportunities now being presented 
to us. 
The day seems to be approaching rapidly 
when the Atlantic will be reduced to a mere 
ferry with termini at safe and conveniént out- 
posts like Ireland and Halifax in each con- 
tinent. Deep water accommodation such as 
our Western harbours provide must be a 
dominating factor in deciding the exact sites 
for these termini, as the leviathan liners of 
the future are not at all likely to waste their 
time or risk their bottoms tramping round 
Northern Europe, especially where mails and 
passengers are concerned. 
A natural development of this ferry idea 
will be, at least until oceanic fiving is made 
safer. a distribution of mails and pasengers 
by air from the ferry-heads. Everything, in 
fact, points to immediate development in this 
direction—the American plans for oceanic 
islands; the building of huge fast lines on 
the Continent; and the projected carrying 
ef aeroplanes by some of the French shipping 
companies—-the last-mentioned an idea for 
combined sea and air transport which over- 
looks the obvious advantages such a hopping- 
off ground such: as Galway or Cork woul 
possess in comparison, 
In the circumstances, if we in Ireland do 
not make some move not alone to demonstrate 
our natural advantages, but attract foreign 
interests to our ports. we may lose such an 
opportunity for developing our commerce on 
+. grand scale as never may present itself 
again. 
Indvidual effort by such ports as Galway 
and Cork in itseli will accomplish a lot. For 
instance, there is no reason why local enter- 
prise in either of these places should not 
provide, as many British cities are now 
doing, municipal aerodromes. That would 
be one decided attraction to both shipping 
avd air interesis. To make such a proposi- 
lion as of creating an ocean terminus a 
success, however, a much greater effort would 
be required—one in which the whole uation, 
including the Government, would have to 
participate. The question would have to he 
tackled on altogether unorthodox lines—such 
lines as those that brought us the Shannon 
scheme. 
The tmpasee in Cork at present over tariffs 
suggests something which the Government on 
its side might do to attract trade to’ onr 
shores. It represents a compromise between 
ihe demands of industry and commerce which 
might recommend itself to people of an un- 
orthodox turn of mind. It is, in short. the 
conversion of Cork into a free port. There 
are many precedents for this device for 
attracting trade on the Centinent, and as 
we have «already profitably imported ideas 
from there, it might be no harm to give this 
one a trial. 
What Mr. Blythe might lose in one way he 
would certainly gain in another; protection 
would still remain for our infant industries ; 
and Mr. Ford could no longer say he was 
hampered by tarifis.—‘Yours, etc., .

SHAKESPEARE’S ENGLISH. 
TO THY EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sin,—The Tractarians boasted that they got 

rid of ithe Bible Society that used to ve in 
English parishes. It is forgotten now that in 
lreiand formerly the Bible was not wholly 
forbidden to Roman Catholics, as it has been 
for about eighty years. Their children might 
read the .appointed portion in school, and 
thus long ago you would hear Biblical 
language trom old people. I think it is in the 
1 volume oí the Dubin University 
Magazwne, if not in 1849, that there is av 
article about the stopping of Bible-reading in 
some schools near Dublin. There are still in 
our dialect some words as they are used in 
the Authorised Version and the Book of 
Common Prayer, as, for example, “ again “ 
with the meaning of “also” or “too,” 
‘elder '” for ‘* older,” etc. 

‘the surprise that some people felt at 
Shakespeare's plays being enjoyed by Irish 
countrymen and countrywomen ('' peasant” 
is not used in Ireland) showed how little 
people know about our speech. In those 
plays they found the words and phrases that 
the old people used and that the national 
schools had taught them to déspise. Many 
years ago | filled many pages with those 
Shakespearian gileanings, and also from. 
Spenser and Chaucer. You may hear Spenser's 
pronunciation every day, such as “ cruddied '' 
lor ‘‘curdied.’’ Of course, Spenser spoke 
Irish, and so must all the English “ under- 
takers ” have done in due course; how else 
could they communicate with the people’ 
Sometimes the Irish language comes easy to 
those now called ‘‘ foreigners’’ here, through 
some forefather who once spoke it. 

Zealots for the forcing of the new Irish on 
all make a poor attempt at pronouncing some 
of the old sounds that used to be heard in 
place-names that are fast going eut of use, 
replaced by English names or words. Are 
William the Conqueror’s doings in England 
forgotten now when all talk of “re- 
afforestation ’’ when they mean “‘re-planting,”’ 
using six syllables when three. would .do’ 
Hume's words used to stick in children’s 
heads ;—‘‘In forming the New Forest in the 
neighbourhood of his palace at Winchester the 
country around was "' ed,” by which 
term we are to understand, not that it was 
planted with trees, but thet it was rendered

. Cork’s Opportunity. 

The visit of the President of the Free 
State Executive Council to Cork is an 
event of some significance. Mr. Cosgrave 
was elected at the head of the poll for 
Cork City at the last general election, 
and in the course of his speech on 
Saturday night he gave his constituents 
an account of his stewardship. He was 
able to declare that a great deal of the 
old political bitterness had disappeared 
since the entry of the Fianna Fáil party 
into Dáil Eireann. All parties now were 
concentrating their attention on the 
economic development of the country. In 
this connection Mr. Cosgrave made some 
interesting remarks. Our readers will 
remember that this newspaper recently 
announced that Mr. Henry Ford, the 
famous manufacturer of motor cars, was 
willing to give the monopoly for the pro- 
duction of his new car in Europe to the 
Fordson works at Cork on condition that 
a clean sweep should be made of the 
import duties on motor cars between 
Great Britain and the Free State. This 
proposal, to which, apparently, the British 
Government was agreeable, was discussed 
at length by the Free State Government ; 
but, as its acceptance would have involved 
a considerable loss in revenue, the 
Executive Council could not see its way 
to take the risk. Speaking at Cork on 
Saturday, Mr. Cosgrave said that the 
Government had had a measure of support 
for “a complete reversal of engine and 
an entirely different method of approach 
io the solution of an industrial difficulty 
which was not anticipated.’” The President 
clearly was referring to the Ford question, 
and hinted that the Government was 
giving careful consideration to the adop- 
tion of “a policy entirely different from 
any policy which had been put before the 
Dáil previously.”” At a meeting of the 
Council of the Cork Industrial Develop- 
ment Association Mr. T. P. Dowdall also 
referred to this problem. In his opinion, 
he said, the loss of revenue which would 
be involved by the acceptance of the Ford 
scheme would be more than compensated 
by increased revenue which would accrue 
to the national exchequer from the con- 
sumption of dutiable goods by the workers 
of Cork. The Council decided to 
bring the matter to the notice of the 
members of Ddil Eireann for Cork City 
and County, and there is little doubt that 
strong pressure will be brought to bear 
on the Government to fall in with Mr. 
Ford’s suggestions. 

We are strongly in favour of the Ford 
plan for two reasons. In the first place, 
its adoption would bring 
trade to Cork. It is estimated that, if Mr. 
Ford should give the European contract 
for his new car to his Munster works, 
some 6,000 workers, with an annual wage 
bill of £2,000,000, would be employed 
almost immediately; and, of course, the 
development of such an important 
industry would have all sorts of economic

The other reason, 
even more important from the national 
point of view. If the Ford plan should 
be adopted, at least one tariff would dis- 
appear. From the economic standpoint, 
there is no excuse for the operation of the 
McKenna duties in the Free State. The 
most ardent protectionist could justify 
them only in so far as they serve to pro- 
tect the Ford industry, the proprietor of 
which now declares that nothing can be 
done in Cork until they have been 
removed. These duties exist solely for 
the purpose of providing revenue for the 
Free State Government. They produce 
annually about £250,000, of 
possibly £150,000 would be sacrificed by 
a reciprocal with Great 
Britain. In our opinion, the effect of the 
change on the Free State-Northern Ireland 
border alone would: be worth the money. 
At present the existence of import duties 
on motor vehicles in this country is an 
unmitigated nuisance. Every day we 
receive complaints concerning the diffi- 
culties which are placed im the way of 
free traffic between the two Irish States. 
Attention recently has been drawn to the 
absurdity of the regulations in regard to 
cross-border omnibus services; and all 
these evils are a direct result of the 
McKenna duties. The removal of these 
irksome imposts would do much to lesson 
the restrictions of the border, and every 
hole that is knocked in the Customs 
barrier represents a benefit to Ireland.

Cyprus. 

In July, 1878, Britain occupied Cyprus. 
Certain commemorations of the Jubilee 
of the British occupation had been 
planned for the present year. Curiosity 
has been excited by the declaration of the 
Synod of the Independent Cypriot 
Church that neither Church nor nation 
ought to take part in the ceremonies, 
“as they cannot celebrate what does 
not give satisfaction to the people.” A 
correspondent of The Times in Cyprus 
discusses the strained situation thus re- 
vealed. He suggests that the moving 
spirit in this attack on the British occu- 
pation is the Cypriot Archbishop. This 
prelate, although he was unable to help 
the Greek refugees in the desperate year 
of their need, recently saw fit to appeal 
for ‘subscriptions for the purchase of 
aeroplanes for Greece. Again, when the 
Italian Governor of Rhodes made a 
private visit to Cyprus, the Archbishop 
demanded the return of “our” Dode- 
canese to “ us ” ; and thereby earned the 
thanks of the Mayor of Athens for his 
Pan-Hellenic patriotism. In effect, he has 
taken the attitude that Cyprus is part 


lthe Colonial Office, and shortly after- 


the first year of the Great War England 
annulled the convention which recognised 
Turkey’s ultimate sovereignty, and 
‘annexed the island. The annexation was 
not wholly popular. Greece aspires to 
bring Cyprus under her flag, and the 
Cypriots are Greek in sympathy. Britain 
offered Greece to hand over the island as 
the price of her help in the war; but 
Greece refused to help the Allies in the 
time of peril. 

The people of Cyprus are by no means 
a Hellenic stock. They are largely of 
Pheenician, Turkish, and Slavonic de- 
scent. The islanders’ sympathy with 
Greek nationalism dates from the 
Byzantine period, and is mainly ecclesias- 
tical its springs. Constantinople, 
rather than Athens, is the spiritual 
capital of Cyprus. Hence comes the pro- 
minence of the Cypriot Archbishop in 
the fostering of present  discontents. 
Cyprus was evangelised by St. Paul him- 
self, as every Bible-reader knows, and 
its Church possessed provincial 
autonomy since remote times. The 
Cypriot Church is one of the Orthodox 
Churches, and is proud of the ancient 
privileges of its local head. Yet, isolated, 
its glory is dimmed; and Cyprus is a 
planet without a sun. The Cypriot 
Churchman desires the triumph of Greek 
nationalism, not because he is loyal to 
Hellas, but because Greek nationalism 
aspires to the reconquest of Constanti- 
nople. Thus the Cypriot Archbishop’s 
remarkable manifesto is to be regarded 
in the light of an expression of the ex-

The Universal Speech. 


An interesting discussion took place on 
the “influence of wireless and the grama- 
phone on our musical life ” at the annual 
congress of the British Music Society on 
Friday. John Dryden wrote of St. 
Cecilia, “inventress of the vocal frame,’’ 
that she ‘‘enlarged the former narrow 
bounds ” of music “with arts unknown 
before.” The inventors of wireless and 
of the gramaphone have done this too— 
in a sense. For considerably less than a 
penny a day, after the apparatus has 
been set up, a household can supply itself 
with a very wide variety of music— 
arranged, as far as can humanly be 
possible, to please everyone—broadcast 
from several European capitals. 
Apparently the popularity of the grama- 
phone has not been affected in the least 
by the newer invention, and millions of 
records now are manufactured’ every 
mo..th. Probably never has so much music 
been heard in the world before. Mr. 
Cyril Scott, who wrote to the British 
Music Society regretting his inability to 
attend their conference, said that music, 
instead of being an art, now had become 
a vice, and that there was no escaping 
from it except in Parliament and in the 
Law Courts. How long may we hope 
to escape it even there? May it not 
be considered appropriate some day that 
a murder trial should proceed to slow 
music and that legislators, in the midst 
of their labours, should be soothed by a 
symphony from 2 RN? There is, of 
course, a time and place for everything, 
and more music does not mean better 
music, any more than more printed books 
mean more literature, but the good result- 
ing from these new inventions exceeds the 
evil. No doub; they are a cause of 
“musical laziness.”” Listeners who listen 
in to Mozart whilst reading the works of 
Mr. Edgar Wallace at the same time 
scarcely will succeed in appreciating fully 
the merits of either artist, but the 
popularisation of what Weber called “the 
real universal speech ” cannot itself be a 
bad thing. 


The Man in the Moon. 


The exciting possibilities of a journey 
to the moon over the great gulf of space 
rave not been overlooked by writers of 
romance. Jules Verne attempted to send 
his heroes there in a hollow shell shot 
out of a tremendous cannom Owing to 
some miscalculation they did not reach 
their destination—although they came 
near it—and fell back upon the earth. 
Outside of imaginative fiction, the inventor 
who is making a machine to carry himself 
to the planets turns up in the news at 
regular intervals—like the lost continent 
of Atlantis, the sea serpent and the 
“missing link.” M. Esnault-Pelterie, a 
French savant of some eminence, seems 
to be making a more serious effort to 
solve the problem than any of his pre- 
decessors. He has written a book called 
“The Exploration of the Upper Atmo- 
sphere by Rockets and the Future of 
interplanetary Communications,” in which 
he calculates that the flight could be done 
in about fifty hours. The type of machine 
used would be a cigar-shaped rocket 
propelled by “ atomic particles driven out 
of the rocket’s tail at extreme velocity.” 
The rocket would be provided with a 
contrivance for slowing it down, so as to 
make a safe landing on the moon, and 
the Teturn journey likewise would be 
possible. There are some technical 
aifficulties, but M. Ksnault-Pelterie 
believes that they could be surmounted.

In addition, the 
Treasury is authorised to subscribe to 
debentures issued by the company to an 
amount not exceeding £1,250,000. It will 
be advanced out of the Local Loans Fund. 
The purpose of this expenditure is to 
enable the company at the outset to make 
loans to farmers at more favourable rates 
of interest than would otherwise b 
possible, and to improve the security 
behind the debentures of the company.

WASHINGTON, Saturday.

White Shipping Bill, which is designed 
to develop a privately-owned American 
merchant marine. One of the provisions 
of the Bill as it now stands js that the 
construction fund is increased from 125 
to 250 million dollars. It was brouglit 
out in debate that the cost to the Govern- 
ment for the operation of the Bill would 
not exceed ten million dollars during any 
one year. 
Still the measure now goes into Joint 
Committee of both Houses, so that minor 
differences may be adjusted. Jt is then 
expected to pass both Houses of Congress 
and reach the President within a couple}.

Last night's telegrams from China con- 
tain the reassuring news that all the 
British and American nationals at 
Tsinanfu, the capital of Shantung, where 
Japanese forces have been in conflict with 
Chinese Nationalists, are safe. 

Reinforcements have reached the 
Japanese at Tsinanfu, and _ hostilities, 
except for occasional sniping, have ceased. 
It is significant that both the Northern 
and the Southern Governments in China 
have addressed strong protests to the 
Japanese Government. Both allege that 
what happened at Tsinanfu was caused by 
the provocative acts of Japanese soldiers. 
On the other hand, General Fukuda, 
the officer commanding the Japanese 
troops, states that the fight was started 
by the Chinese. He maintains that the 
outbreak was pre-arranged, and points out 
that his forces were attacked simul- 
taneously from the front and rear. 


FIGHTING CEASES. 


SIXTY JAPANESE DEAD. 
From Our Own CcRRESPONDENT. 

PEKING, Sunday. 
The British and American Legations 
have been advised, via Shanghai, that 
their nationals and their property 
at Tsinanfu are safe. The Japanese 
Consul reports that fourteen civilian 
bodies have been recovered. The total of 
the Japanese dead, including soldiers, is 
approximately sixty. 
Quiet has prevailed since Friday night, 
but it is hard to judge the feeling of the 
Chinese owing to the difficulty in restrain- 
ing the radical divisions. The Shantung 
railway is severed in thirteen places, with 
several small Japanese forces thus 
isolated. The Nationalists have occupied 
the railway twenty-three miles from 
Tsingtao, also at numerous points over the 
distance of one hundred and seventy 
miles. 
This is presenting a difficult problem to 
troops arriving from Dairen and other 


places. 
The anti-Jap campaign is intensifying 
throughout China. Meanwhile the 


internal warfare seemingly has slackened. 


THE CHIEF OFFENDER. 
I have been authoratively informed 
that the chief ofiender in Friday’s fight-

Introduced by Mr. de Valera in the 
Dail a fortnight ago, the Local Authori- 
ties (Officers and Employés) Bill, which 
seeks to amend the existing Act of that 
name, has now been published. 

The main purpose of the Bill is to 
abolish the Local Appointments Commis- 
sion and to entrust its duties to the Civil 
Service Commission, and also to ensure 
that instead of the Commission selecting 
one name for a post it may extend this 
to a panel of not fewer than three names. 
When judging the qualifications of candi- 
dates for vacancies the Commissioners 
shall consider local knowledge or experi- 
ence an additional qualification. 


THE OFFICES. 


The offices to which the powers of the 
Commission shall extend in addition to 
those mentioned in the Local Authorities 
(Officers and Employés) Act, 1926, are 
those of Secretary to a Board of Health, 
Accountant to a County Council, Secre- 
tary to a Co. Committee of Agriculture, 
Secretary to a Co. Committee of Technical 
Instruction, Chief Clerk to a Co. Council 
and Clerks of Borough and Urban 
Councils. 

The Bill also proposes to give Jocal 
authorities powers to promote Executive 
offices, without recourse to the Commis- 
sion, persons who have held pensionable 
offices for not less than five years on the 
clerical staff of a local authority and who 
have passed a qualifying examination 
conducted according to regulations made 
by the Commissioners, subject in all cases 
to ratification by the Minister of such 
appointments. 
This also applies to professional or 
technical officers holding similar pension- 
able offices under the local authority. 


EXAMINATIONS. 
When a competitive examination is held 
to fill a vacancy, the names of the candi- 
date or candidates obtaining the highest 
place shall be supplied to the local 
authority, and these candidates and no 
others shall be appointed subject in all 
cases to the usual regulations as to health 
and character. 
The provision of the Act of 1926 which 
gives discretion to. the Commissioners, 
with the concurrence of the Minister, to 
dispense with competitive examination, 
the Bill proposes to transfer to the local 
authority,

Seven families, totalling twenty-three 
people, were rendered homeless by a fire 
which completely destroyed a row of seven 
thatched cottages at Nether Wallop, near 
andover, last Saturday. 
The outbreak was caused through two of 
the cottages, numbers 4 and 5, being struck 
by lightming during a heavy thunderstorm. 
So rapidly did the flames spread along the 
thatched roofs that in a short time th: whole 
row was blazing from end to end, the occu- 
pants having only imme to snatch up a few 
liousehold treasures and some clothing. 
The Andover and Salisbury Brigades tried 
hard to check the progress of the fire, but 
from the first it was seen that the cottages 
were doomed. 
Mr. E. Michell, one of the cottagérs, was 
thrown from a chair on to the floor when his 
house was struck. 

JOURNEY IN THUNDERSTORM. 
Salisbury Fire Brigade were called to the 
outbreak a few minutes after four o'clock, 
and had to travel eleven miles through a 
heavy thunderstorm. 
‘* We were all soaked to the skin when we 
reached the fire,” a member of the Fire Bri- 
gade told a Press representative last night. 
‘Other cars and vehicles were held up by 
the storm, but we managed to cover the dis- 
tance in just over twenty minutes. ‘The 
cottages were alight, from end to end, when 
we reached them, but with the Andover 
Brigade we soon had several hoses pouring 
water from a nearby river on to the blaze. 
The cottages were burned right out, but a 
little of the furniture was salvaged. We 
reached Salisbury again about ten o'clock

So great was the interest in the first west- 
bound sailing that has taken place from Gal- 
way for a generation that enormous crowds 
from all parts of Connacht gathered in the 
city from early morning. 

AN EXCITING INCIDENT. 

Shortly before the tender left the docks 
an exciting incident occurred. Mr. Stephen 
Walsh, of Spiddal, endeavoured to jump 
from the dock-side on to the deck of the 
Dunaengus. As he was about to do so, 
someone on the quay-side caught him by 
the coat-tails, with the result that he fell 
a distance of twelve feet into the dock 
between the steamship and the quay wall, 
and immediately sank. Mr. Neil Delargey, 
junior, swung over the ship’s side on a :ope 
as Walsh came to the surface. The rope 
was deftly wound under Walsh’ arms, and, 
with the assistance of other members of the 
crew of the Dunaengus, and amid the cheers 
of the spectators, he was hauled aboard, 
little the worse of his adventure. 

The Dunaengus put the passengers and a 
number of visitors aboard the Muenchen at 
5.50, the ship’s band rendering popular Irish 
airs. 

The Board of Trade inspectors, immigra- 
tion authorities, and Customs officials got 
through their duties with celerity, and the 
liner sailed away on her Westward veourse 
shortly before 5 o'clock. As sho passed 
south-westward, along the promenade at Salt- 
hill, a great farewell cheer was raised by the 
crowds that lined the front. 

MESSAGE FOR NEW YORK. 

During the brief period that the Muenchen 
remained in Galway Bay an _ interesting 
function took place on the captain’s bridge. 

Mr. Philip O’Gorman, President of the Gal- 
way Chamber of Commerce, accompanied by 
the secretary and some members, handed to 
Captain Wittstein, of the Muenchen, a letter 
of greeting from the Galway Chamber of 
Commerce to the President of the New York 
Chamber. The letter stated :— 

The President of the Galway Chamber of 
Commerce, on the inception of the Westward- 
bound service from Galway to New York by 
the North German Lloyd Steamship Company, 
sends his greetings to the President of the 
Chamber of Commerce of New York. He is 
impelled to do so by the circumstance that 
the City of Galway has a link with the New 
World to which no other town or city in Great 
Britain or Ireland can lay claim. In Galway 
we live in the. knowledge that when 
Christopher Columbus planted his standard 
on what was then to us the unknown world, 
one of the mariners who shared his labours 
was a Galway man. This circumstance is 
easily understood when it is remembered that 
in those days Galway was an emporium of 
Spanish trade. We are confidently looking 
forward to the unrivalled geographical posi- 
tion of Galway asserting itself, with steamers 
Sailing between Galway and New York, and 
with a steamer traversing the distance be- 
tween St. John’s and Galway in little more 
than three days, and an aeroplane taking up 
the mails at the aerodrome in Oranmore, a 
Suburb of this city. A saving of two or 
three more days, at least, will be effected in 
tlie delivery of American mails in London and. 
Paris 

MAJOR FITZMAURICE. 

“The bearer of this letter is Captain Witt- 
stein, of the ss. Muenchen, and the President 
of the Galway Chamber of Commerce recalls 
that exactly twelve months ago, when Captain 
Wittstein piloted his great hi into Galway 
Bay, on the occasion of the opening of the 
Kast-bound service of the Lloyd Steamship 
Company to Galway, he was greeted on 
entering the bay by a fleet of aeroplanes 
m the service of the Free State 
under the command of Major Fitzmaurice, 
and, like yourselves in New York; we in 
Galway are rejoicing in the fame of that 
distinguished airman to-day. 

“Accept once more my good wishes for 
yourself and for the great city with which 
you are so honourably accociated.”’ 

Captain Witistein said that he would gladly 
hear the letter personally to the President of 
the New York Chamber of Commerce, and 
convey to him the good wishes of the citizens 
of Galway, whose beautiful and sheltered bay 
would, he felt sure, be more closely linked 
up with the Port of New York as the years 
passed by. Last Christmas he entered the 


. bay without a pilot, and, indeed, he could 


have entered it that day and left it again; 
because it was safe and open, and afforded as 
secure an anchorage for a big liner as there 
was in the world.

At a previous hearing evidence was given 
regarding the Rector’s association with Miss 
Mina Chipp, a teacher, and Miss Winifred 
Sharpe,’ a member of the church choir, the 
Allegation .being that. that association had 
caused scandal] in the village. 

The Rector’s leading counsel, Dr. W. 
Earengey, was assisted by his wife, who is a 
barrister. 

Sir Francis. Hyett, the veteran Chairman 
of the Gioucester Quarter Sessions, presided 
over the Commission, which consisted of four 
clergymen and, three laymen. 

VILLAGE FREE WILL SCHEME. 

On Saturday.the first witness. was Mrs. 
Harris, of Avening, who said that the rector 
called on her occasionally. The rector had 
not actually neglected her. 

Mr. William Dee, who said that he had 
lived in Avening all his life, stated that the 
rector did not call on him when he was ill. 
Mr. Hayden had never called on him. 

The -fact that Mr. Dee lives at the Cross 
Inn,» led Dr. Earengey to point out that, 
although the rector was originally charged 
with trequenting alehouses, he had not, at 
any rate, called at the Cross Inn. ' 

Major Ryan, Avening Park, Avening, 
spoke of a free will scheme in the village, 
and was asked by Dr. Earengey did the 
rector not say his objection to visiting was 
that he did not want to ask for money. 

Major Ryan—I cannot say whether he 
actually said that or not. 

He never refused to call if you sent for 
him? No. 

THE RECTOR’S EVIDENCE. 

The rector returned to the witness chair, 
and Dr. Earengey said to him: “It is 
suggested that it is part of your duty to 
visit.

Mrs. Hayden, giving evidence said, in 
reply to Dr. Farengey, that she herself had 
done a great deal of visiting. It was untrue, 
she deviared, that her husband neglected his 
duties in. that respect.

At this stage Mrs. Earengey helped her 
busband in. the task of examining the 
witnesses, and was congratulated by Mr. 
Clements, amid laughter, on the fact that she 
had not put a leading question. 

The President informed Dr. Farengey that 
it would not be necessary for him to call more 
of his witnesses. 

Dr. Farengey said that combing out Aven- 
ing, with its 800 souls, the prosecution could 
only get two persons to give trivial instances 
of bad language by the _ rector on two 
occasions. On the evidence put forward by 
the prosecution they had failed to prove their 
case, and, further than that, the rector had 
established his innocence. 

Mr. Clements, in his address to the Com- 
mission, said that it was better, the accusa- 
tions having been made, that the 
should be thrashed out once and for all. If 
the Commission found in favour of the rector, 
then he thought that the people in the parish 
ought to abide by its findings loyally. Be- 
fore going to Avening Mr. Hayden was a 
schoolmaster for 17 years. He came from a 
mere profession to the exercise of a sacred 
office. Counsel suggested that the rector 
never ‘fully realised that, and asked did he 
adapt himself to that new position, 

It ought not to be put on the prosecution 
that they should bring examples of bad Jan- 
guage daily, weekly, or monthly used by the 
rector. He asked the Commission to accept 
the evidence of Miss Myrtle Byng that she 
did hear the rector use bad language, and 
that she stopped visiting the rectory on that 
account. 

The President said that, in connection with 
alleged impropriety between the rector and 
Miss Chipp, the circumstances in which it 
was supposed impropriety could be inferred 
had not been proved. and, in the opinion of 
the- commissioners, Miss Chipp bore an un- 
blemished character. 


DECISION TO BE GIVEN LATER. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Clements’ ad- 
dresa the President announced that the Com- 
mission would report to the bishop, who 
would give his decision later.

JAPANESE COMMANDEB'S 


REPORT. 
TOKIO, Sunday. 
General Fukuda, in an official report from 
Tsinanfu, emphasises the fact that according 
to all the indications the outbreak was pre- 
arranged, and that the heavy casualties 
among the Japanese troops and civilians were 
due primarily to the removal of defence

In addition this, the Japanesé forces were 
attacked simultaneously from the front and 
rear, and this fact rendered the task of 
rescuing civilians outside the, guarded area 
very difficult. Agreements were twice made 
to cease fighting, but each time they were 
violated by the base Chinese elements. 

FIENDISH TREATMENT. 

The Japanese Consul-General in Tsinanfu 
stated that none of the bodies of the Japanese 
victims in the recent fighting could be 
‘identified, so terribly had. they been 
mutilated. The wonren especially seemed to 
have been fiendishly treated. All the men 
had had their noses cut off and had been 
mutilated in other respects.

In com-non with all sports and pastimes 
that are pursued in Ireiand, motor cycling 
benefited by the stimulating effect of the 
yevival of the Tailteann Games, but it has 
penefited in a special measure by reason of 
the efforts of the Organising Committee of 
the games of 1424, inspired and supported 
yy the Director of the Games, in having 
ine Phoenix Park opened for racing 
jUrpuses. 

It was Mr. J. J.- Walsh who conceived 
the idea of holding the motor cycle races 
that formed the programme of the 1924 
Games in the Phoenix Park. It is safe to 
vy that no member of the committee 
would have thought of the possibility of the 
races being held there.  Old-time cyclists, 
jul the most part, they were able to re- 
member the time when cycle races were held

‘That was the feeling which universally 
yevailed in 1924. It was shared by the 
Organising Committee of the motor cycle 
races, and it would still be the revailing 
opinion. were it not for Mr. J, J. Walsh. 

STIMULATING EFFECT ON SPORT. 

There is no need to tell in detail the story 
of the effort of the Organising Committee of 
the Games to alter the one-line attitude of 
the Board of Works. The Commissioners 
were friendly and sympathetic, but they felt 
themselves bound by the decision of their 
predecessors. It is enough to say that, after 
Jong agitation, and thanks to Mr. Walsh's 
efforts, it was altered, and not only were 
the motor cycle races of 1924 held in the 
Phenix Park, but a limited number of events 
af a similar character have been held there 
in each succeeding year, culminating with the 
holding of the Leinster Club’s Hundred Miles 
International Race last year. All of these 
events were attended by gatherings of spec- 
tators exceeding in numbers what could have 
heen accommodated at any other venue. The 
ctimulating efiect they have had on the sport 
is almost beyond measure, 


A HAPPY COMPROMISE. 

Tí was with a recollection of these facts 
and an appreciation of Mr. J. J. Walsh's 
efforts that the Southern Centre of the Motor 
Cycle Union devoted much time to the con- 
sideration of the critical situation that arose 
at the beginning of the year, when it was 
found that the date selected for the opening 
of the Tailteann Games of this year clashed 
with the date already fixed and internation- 
ally sanctioned for the Leinster “ Hundred.” 
That event has now attained to an im- 
portance that made a change of date, even 
eight months in advance of the time of the 
race, 2 matter not to be lightly undertaken,

age members. u My hesitancy in follow- 
so many well-known le who have 
talked to you before, mS “rá must be 
made up for by the sincerity of the cause. 
After all, mutual interests bind us 
together, so that I feel I am among friends 
here this afternoon. I was asked to speak 
on girls’ clubs in the East End, but alter 
that I want to speak on the broad out- 
line of women’s work to-day. I cannot 
but feel. that, if you or I have more of 
God's gifts and privileges whereby our 
life is easier and more comfortable, it is 
your and my bounden duty to try to lift 

the lives of other people who have less. 

The outline of club life can be termed 
thus: we want to better the pleasure 
hours of the girls and boys after their 
day’s work, and, more than anything, to 
help to spread a spirit of comradeship, 
honour and duty, and to bring them up 
as loyal citizens. Now, the club spirit 
and club existence covers all that, and its 
ideal and aims are exactly the same 
applied in the greater matters of life 
and in the intricacies of country’s rela- 
tions with each other. Club organisation 
boils down to this—it is the individual 
work of the organisers and helpers on 
which hangs the real responsibility of 
running these clubs properly and of 
achieving the high tone which is needed. 

THE SLUM BOY AND GIRL. 

_From my knowledge of the slum boy and 
girl I think, in their analysing of people s 
value and deciding whether they are worth 
anything, they are quicker than anywhere 
else. For this reason I think the respon- 
sibility of running girls’. clubs is very 
great, because they will respond to the 
right Fa in their midst, but may God 
help the wrong person! The good members 
never are a trouble, but what we really 
are catering for are the side-slippers, and 
the trouble is that it is the backsliders 
and bad members generally who are 
quickest at summing up what is in their 
midst and trying them out. They are 
quick to see whether a person has an 
real strength of character in dealing wit 
them. 

The spirit which must be em loyed in 
working girls’ clubs is the spirit which must 
enter into everything else in life, and before I 
elose I am going to speak of that spirit in the 
wider scope of the women’s movement. to-dav. 
Woman's sphere has broadened and broadened, 
and there are many more fields for you to 
seek occupation in. to-day than in the 
Victorian days. In Ireland you are not in 
the same unfortunate position as we are in 
England: here you have an over-population of 
men, 1 gather. In England I am one offa 
million surplus women. You are much more 
advanced in the emancipation of women than 
we are. It is a curious thing that where in 
England there is this discrepancy we are so 
slow and lethargic in getting ahead with any 
movement connected with women. 

THE TWO SEXES. 

Now, what are all you students going to 
do with your lives? After all, the aim and 
dream of every woman, I know, is to have a 
home andtobethe mother of children, and I 
advocate no woman’s Movement in the world 
that goes away from the primary end you and 
I were made for—to be the mothers of future 
generations, But peculiar circumstances have 
to be dealt with; there must be a great many 
of you who may not marry; there may be 
to-day a great many men who have not the 
means to marry. In these circumstances 
something is needed to balance out these 
difficulties, and to enable the two sexes to 
work on an equal basis without this 
eternal wrangling. Many doors are open, 
a I know that many are still closed. . . 

e have got to go on knocking at those 
doors. Women to-day have shown in the 
many spheres in which they work that their 


| brains and capabilities are equally as good 


as the men’s. 

Lord Birkenhead has said that there was 
no sphere in which women had entered in 
business or politics in which they had not 
lowered the standard. He is one of my 
worst antagonists in the Peeress’s Bill. I 
endeavoured to prove to him in an article 
that what he said was not the truth, and 
cited various instances where women were 
proved to have tackled a case in as equally 
brilliant a way as a man. 

THE AMATEURISH SPIRIT. 

But you must not spoil your chances for 
yourself and for women of future genera- 
tions, as you will if you go into anything in 
an amateurish spirit. Lord Birkenhead is 
very right to abuse a woman whose condi- 
tions may be tolerably comfortable and 
pleasant who goes out on a ‘“‘stunt,”’ and 
takes a living wage from a man just in 
order to try something new. If you go and 
do that you have every right to have the 
male members of businesses saying, “ This 
is rotten nonsense; we won't stand this.” 
Whatever you do, do it professionally, and 
not amateurishly. Another thing—do not 
lowtr the wages standard by accepting 
lower wages than a man. Governmment 
institutions are being run in England where 
women are given much lower wages, and I 
do not see how that can be remedied until 
you get an equal system for both. The 
“pe” is much too serious to jeopardise. 

e only answer you can apply to any- 
body's criticism is proof, proof, proof! 

1 appeal to you to-day. Before you go out 
on your careers your interests are already 
formed; I want you to search your hearts, 
and find out what you are really fitted for. 
You will not get anywhere to-day if you have 
not at the back of your mind the knowledge 
of what you are aiming at, know what you 
are doing, get your facts together. Life is 
so efficient, so mechanical, so rapid. If 
people come to you they want a plain state- 
ment of What you are doing, and how you are 
dcing it. I know myself many steps of the 
women’s movement have been steps backward. 


SOMETHING FOR LORD BIRKENHEAD, 

One thing I must tell you which might in- 
terest you, which applies to Ireland, and the 
next time I have to deal with Lord Birken- 
head I shall launch it at his head. I did not 
know it until I was looking at some old Par- 
liamentary writs, and discovered this astonisb- 
ine fact. In these old writs of 1306 the 
p> Rares of Shaftesbury were summoned to a 
Parliament on May 36. Still more amazing 
was this—In the time of James I. the Lord 
Chancellor Cook, who hated women, and was

c being made are certainly rapid, and 
are in many directions towards degeneration, 
towards decadence, not towards spiritual 
regeneration. A combination of three main 
factors have to be considered—heredity, 
environment, and traditional inheritance, 
which is the major factor. must 
be done to increase the capacity. of future 
generations to bear and make use in a con- 
structive way of this traditional inheritance. 
An appreciation of altered social conditions 
is tremendously needed. When we know 
that by our oaks the next generation may be 
injured, surely we must recognise it just as 
much as a crime for a defect to be handed on 
as for an injury to be done to a living 
rson, a far greater crime, because posterit 
s no defence. In England there are 149, 
mentally defective persons; to safeguard the 
next generation from bearing a similar burden 
adequate protection ought to be given. Surely 
it is a crime towards future generations that. 
these people should transmit their defect to 


posterity. 
INFANT MORTALITY. 

You here and we in England have had to 
tackle this big problem of infant mortality. 
Enormous progress has been made in the last 
twenty years; there has been a fall in the 
infant death .rate all over Northern Europe. 
But the illegitimate death rate is double that 
of the legitimate death rate. We went very 
seriously into the factors that made for that 
enormous discrepancy, and we found that the 
real cause was a conspiracy of silence over a 
Ie many problems that women in the 
uture will have to face if we are to solve 
these difficulties. I hear that the illegitimate 
death rate in this country is five times that 
of the normal death rate. There are some 
very big problems here for the women of 
Ireland, and the younger women, to face. 
You will get no help in breaking down the 
conspiracy of silence from the men, you have 
got to face this yourselves. You have got 


‘to insist on having the facts and analysing 


them yourselves. : 

Every woman who goes out to outlying 
parts of the world must uphold the standard 
of civilised tradition. 1 want the young 
women of tu-day to realise it is their responsi- 
bility, wherever they are, to stand for the 
highest civilised tradition, they have got to 
set the standard for social work. It is your 
duty as women to understand the problems 
of social service—to undertake some form 
of social service. There is only one thing that 
no woman must do at the present time, and 
that is to do nothing. 

THE SPEAKERS THANKED. 

“This conference has always been a red- 
letter day in our lives, Lady Arnott said. “I 
wish to thank Miss White for reading such 
an attractive description of the Guild work. 
She has spoken of adoption of women in the 
tenement houses, and what she recommends 
is group adoption; and we are also asked to 
flood our rich colonial friends with Bursary 
papers, in hopes of a donation. I also thank 
Lady Ravensdale for her vivid and forceful 
speech, in which she has called on all you 
girls who are going out into life, to remember 
your great Irish College and to 72 out 
your work with efficiency. Mrs. Rolfe has 
given us a thoughtful and inspiring speech, 
reminding us of our responsibility in passing 
on life, our responsibilities in the colonies, 
and the need to fit ourselves to meet all the 
duties of our lives 

Miss White thanked Lady Arnott for 
coming to preside, and said that she was one 
of the mainstays and props of the Guild in 
innumerable ways, and had always shown 
that she has iis interests close to her heart 
and that her unfailing sympathy and support 
could always be counted on. 

In replying, Lady Arnott said that she held 
it a privilege to be allowed to help ‘in the 
great work.

SON’S MARRIAGE. 


DAMAGES FOR MAYO 
WOMAN. 


——————w— 


In the Ballina Circuit Court an action for 
damages for breach of promise of 
marriage was brought by Miss M Oliver 
against Owen, O’Brien, a farmer, of Tullypa- 
carry, Swinford. 

Over one hundred love letters, written by 
the defendant to the plaintiff, were read in 
court. 

Mr. Adamson, barrister-at-law (instructed 
by Messrs. Ruttiedge and Corr), who appeared 
for the plaintiff, said that Miss Oliver went 
to America in 1912 and returned in 1921. In 
1922 she became on frieudly terms with the 
defendant, who spent every second night in 
her father’s house. In 1 he asked her to 
marry him; but he could not marry her im- 
mediately as his sister was still unmarried at 
home. An arrangement was then made by 
which the plaintiff was to return to America, 
and remain there until such time as the de- 
fendant was in a position to marry her. 
While she was away he wrote several letters 
to. her which proved that there was a con- 
tract in existence. She returned to Ireland 
in October, 1926, at the request of the de- 
fendant, but his sister was still unmarried. 

In September, 1927, the plaintiff noticed 
that the defendant avoided her on every pos- 
sible occasion. When she heard of the de- 
fendant’s intended marriage she went to the 
parish priest, but she di not succeed in 
——— the marriage. 

iss Oliver stated that she was 33 years of 
age and knew the defendant since she was a 
child. She only heard the defendant was 
getting married a few days before the event. 
uring this time the defendant avoided her. 
In 1 witness offered the defendant £3500 
to buy a farm, but it was sold for a great 
deal more. She promised to have a fortune 
of £300 when she would be married. 
PARENTS’ OBJECTION. 

Cross-examined, the witness said that she 
would have taken the action whether the de- 
fendant had got married or not. She ad- 
mitted that the defendant told her that his 
parents objected to their marriage, but he 
would not tell the reason. She asked him 
was money the cause, and he said no. The 
defendant was her second cousin. It was not 
true that the marriage of second cousins. was 
unpopular in the country. She knew of eight 
roe te in her district who were second 
cousins and who got married. 

The plaintiff edded that she sent the de- 
fendant about £3 from America and presents 
of handkerchiefs and ties. i 

Mr. Haugh, addressing the court, said that 
there was no controversy in regard to the 
facte. The marriage was broken off because 
of the antipathy of the defendant’s father, 
who heard of the proposed marriage indirectly 
He said that he would have no cousin marry- 
ing his son and coming into his house, as it 
was most unlucky. The defendant knew that 
if he got married to the plaintiff he would 
have to live a life of hostility. 

Owen O’Brien, the defendant, admitted the 
correspondence that was read, and said that 
his father knew nothing about his intended 
marriage with the plaintiff. He eventually 
told the plaintiff that they could not be 
happy, because of the disagreement of his 
parents with the marriage. When he met 
her afterwards she would not speak tw Sim. 
Subsequently a match was made for him, and 
he married a gifl with a fortune of £230. 

Cross-examined, the defendant said that he 
was a judge in the Republican Court in Swin- 
ford during the pains 

Counsel—You are not the innocent person 
you would lead us to believe. 

Witness said it was his parents who put a 
stop to the marriage. He was faithful to the 
plaintiff while she was in America, and did 
not flirt with other girls, ; 

The defendant's father, an old man of 80 
years of age, said that he told his son if he 
married the plaintiff he would not assign his 
farm to him. 

JUDGMENT. 


The judge said that there was no doubt 
about it that the defendant was very fond 
of the plaintiff. It was quite clear that he 
was writing her loving letters. For instance, 
he wrote tu her :-‘‘ We will forget all about 
this trouble, love, when we will be together, 
please God. Whatever time suits you will 
suit me. Don't ever be afraid. | will always 
be true to-you, sweetheart. I only wish we 
would be together now. I always think of the 
good times we had together, and wish that 
We were as good now.” 

That; said the judge, was the letter of the 
passionate lover who had jilted the girl ‘on his 
own confession. He could have no sympathy 
for a man, aged 34 years, who should be 
able to think fur himself, who allowed himself 
to be dragooned from marrying by his: father. 
The plaintiff's marriage prospects were not, 
however, seriously unpaired, inasmuch as she 
was still young enough. He gave a decree 
for £75 and costs, with £1 7s. witness’s ex- 
penses.

ACTION BY INDUSTRIAL 
ASSOCIATION.

At the monthly. meeting of the Council of 
the Cork Industrial Development Association, 
Mr. T. Dowdall, and subsequently Mr. 
J. P. Weldon, V.P., presided. Other 
members present:—Messrs, M. J. Nagle, | 
J. J. Sexton, A. Daly, T. J. Fitzgibbon, 
P.C.; D. Cronin, and M. O’Herlihy, Secre- 


tary. 

The Chairman referred to a special article 
appearing in the /rish Times dealing with 
proposed developments of the Cork factory 
of Messrs. Henry Ford and Son. If the 
statements in the article were based on 
reliable data, they certainly should deserve 
the best consideration of all who felt con- 
cerned in having the future of the Ford 
motor car industry in Cork freed from any 
restrictions that would hamper its proper 
development in any way. That the outcome 
of an expansion of the Ford motor industry 
should mean a wage bill of £2,000,000 yearly 
for Cork workers was certainly a matter 
that might be given most careful examina- 
tion at that meeting of the Association. The 
loss of revenue from the cancellation of the 
present import metor duties would, in his 
opinion, be more than compensated for by 
the increased revenue accruing to the 
Saorstat Exchequer from the consumption of 
dutiable commodities by the staff and 
workers employed at the extended motor 
works. With some thousands of workers 
engaged in the production of Ford cars, the 
burden on the State might be relieved “ 
reciably, and the general community should 
Penefit in various ways. Other material 
benefits must also accrue to the ce with 
increased imports and exports following on 
the expansion of the industry, and still 
further employment be also afforded. He 
suggested that the matter should be brought 
to the notice of the city and county députies 
with a view to Ts their support in 
seeing that steps might be taken to secure 
for Cork a larger motor manufacturing plant. 

It was unanimously decided to write the 
city and county deputies on the matter, as 
it was of primary importance to the city. 

DEARER TELEGRAMS. 

The Chairman referred to the increased 
cost of telegrams, and said that the im- 
position of a further tax was a retrograde 
step. The Minister for Finance ought to 
secure more revenue by decreasing the 
minimum charge for the transmission of tele- 
grams to ninepence, 

Mr. Sexton supported the Chairman s re- 
marks. 

Mention was made of tne proposed Ideal 
Homes Exhibition in Cork, and the members 
considered that the scheme would be of 
doubtful benefit to either the industrial or 
trading sections of the community. Arising 
out of the subject, complaints were made 
of the tendency of business firms and indivi- 
duals to import wooden structures, such as 
bungalows, into the country. It was stated 
by a member that a large bungalow had 
been imported from Germany recently. Im- 
ports of these and similar wooden structures 
have been largely responsible for the un- 
employment of Cork woodworkers and other 
mechanics. 

IMPORTED PLASTER SLABS. 

A letter was read from the Secretary of 
the Cork Operative Slaters’ and Plasterers 
Society drawing the attention of the Asso- 
ciation to the importation of plaster slabs. 
It was explained in the letter that in modern 
buildings the ceilings are made of plaster 
slabs, and their production by members of 
his trade gave extensive employment. It 
was also stated that these slabs are latterly 
being imported in large quantities from 
foreign countries. 

Ansing out of the discussion, the sugges- 
tion was made that importations of this 
nature should be brought under the 
operations of the cg pi Sn Marks 
Act, so that the country of origin 
would be indicated on all slabs dis- 
tributed in the State. It was also de- 
cided that the Association should write to 
users and distributors of these slabs, with a 
view to encouraging more consistent support 
of the home-produced article. 

‘The Cork Summer Show will be held on 
the 27th and 28th June next. The Associa- 
tion has been organising the Irish industrial 
section and arts and crafts competitions, and 
the support so far extended to both sections 
is very satisfactory. 

THE DUBLIN ASSOCIATION. 


Mr. E. Shackleton (Carlow) presided at the 
monthly meeting of the Council of the Irish 
Industrial cam Bar Association at Graf- 
ton street, Dublin, the other members present 
being Mr. Gerald Goodbody, Limerick; Mr. 
John W. Sweetman, Dublin; Mr. R. M. 
roodbody, Clara; Mr. W. E. Shackleton, 
Lucan ; and Mr. C. Towers, secretary. 

Two Dublin firms were granted permission 
to use the Irish trade mark on their manu- 
factures. 

Some years ago the Council issued a re- 
quest to all the [rish public bodies to insert 
a clause in their advertisements, tender 
forms, bonds, etc., to the effect that all 
articles supplied to them as of Irish manu- 
facture must be branded with the Irish trade 
mark, and the majority of Irish public 
bodies at that time adopted a resolution 
directing that in all future advertisements 
for supplies a clause should be inserted tv 
this effect. 

Recently the Council sent a letter to all 
Irish bodies asking if they still adhered 
to this resolution, and satisfactory replies 
had been received from Clonmel Corporation, 
the Dublin Union, Waterford Mental Asylum, 
Clare Mental Hospital, Kilkenny Corpora- 
tion, and Maryborough Mental Asylum. 

The Council had before them  correspon- 
dence regarding the registration in London of 
the word “Paddy” in respect of neckties and 
scarves. Instructions were issued in the 
matter to the secretary. 

The Council also considered correspondence 
from their trade mark solicitors regarding the 
registration in New Zealand of the word 
“ Shamrock " and the device of a shamrock 
in respect of dairy produce. This matter has 
been handed over to the Government Depart- 
ments concerned. 

Mr. Geraid Goodbody was nominated to 
represent the Council at 
Irish Technical Instruction Congress to be 
held at Limerick.

TRANSFER OF SURPLUS 
REVENUE.
